DETAILED ACTION 
Remarks 

1 . The rejection and objection, as set fortli in tine previous office action, liave been 
withdrawn in response to applicant's amendment filed 07/31/2009. 

Examiner's Amendment 

2. An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1 .312.

3. The application has been amended as follows: 

In claim 5, at line 3, replace "a" with - the - before "wall." 

In claim 1 1 , at line 3, replace-the" with - a - after "from"; and at line 3, insert - , 
between upstream and downstream sides of a tube through which the fluid flow can 
flow, ~ after "temperature difference." 

Allowable Subject Matter 

4. Claims 1-12 are allowed. 

5. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance:

The current invention is deemed to be directed to a nonobvious improvement 
over the invention patented in US 6,395,585. The improvement comprises the flow 
sensor being a calorimetric flow meter; applying a quantity of gel to an integrated circuit 
assembly to cover at least each of a fluid flow channel; inserting the gel-covered 
assembly into a cavity of a moulding tool; and introducing a plastic mould compound 
Into the cavity to encapsulate the gel-covered assembly except for the portion where the 
gel is in contact with the cavity surface.
